Originally, this complaint 
was filed earlier in the week by 
former councillor Richard 
Berry. On Friday, local resi¬ 
dent John Gilmour made the 
same complaint 

Complaints were filed by 
local resident Mike Cloutier 
into the financial statements 
of Ward 3 Coun. Bob Steckley 
and mayoral candidate Ann- 
Marie Noyes. 

The application over 
Steckley’s reporting of his 
finances, accuses him of being 
in contravention of the 
municipal act because of a 
donation he received. 

Steckley's campaign 
received a $600 donation from 
a corporation operating as 
Strategic Assessment and 
Rehabilitation, using the 
acronym 'STAR,' of which 
Noyes is president of and was 
the cheque signatory. 

Steckley contributed $800 
to his own campaign and his 
spouse donated $999.99. The 
campaign was left with a sur¬ 
plus of $136.04, which was 
refunded back. 

On Noyes' financial 
records, Steckley donated 
$300 to Noyes' campaign and 
his wife, also contributed the 
same amount, for a total of 
$600 from the Steckley house¬ 
hold. This is the same amount 
donated from the STAR group 


have had a deficit and 
increased the financial liabili¬ 
ty of the candidate to the cam¬ 
paign," wrote Cloutier in his 
application. 

Cloutier is also accusing 
Noyes of contravening the 
municipal act over the 
domain name of her cam¬ 
paign website www.noyesfor- 
mayor.com. According to the 
local resident, Noyes regis¬ 
tered the domain name in 
October 2009 but since she 
didn't register as a mayoral 
candidate until Jan. 2010, an 
expenditure of funds was 
made outside her campaign 

Noyes said signing up for 
the Internet domain name 
was a decision she made, 
knowing it was possible she 
might be throwing her name 
into the hat for the mayoral 
race. She had not made a final 
decision at that point she 
would be doing so and was 
also in the middle of helping 
two of her children plan their 
weddings in 2010, one of 
them two weeks before the 
election. Taking out the web 
address for her campaign was 
away to make sure it would be 
available if and when it came 
time to enter her name. 

"I wasn't thinking election 
laws, because I wasn't even 
sure I was running," said

Association, a group that has 
lead the oppositional charge 
against the Crystal Beach 
Gateway Project. 

Town clerk Carolyn Kett 
says a cost of the three audits 
that have already been 
ordered (Hill, Lubberts, 
Collard) has not yet been pin¬ 
pointed. 

Cost recovery could take 
place if the compliance com¬ 
mittee deems an application 
to be unreasonable. 

"There's no cost recovery 
with the application, unless 
there's an audit ordered and 
the auditor deems there to be 
no apparent contraventions," 
said Kett. 

The committee could then 
recommend to the local coun¬ 
cil to vote on whether or not 
an attempt to recover costs 
should be made. 

There are a total of ten 
applications that have been 
made and Ward 2 Coun. Rick 
Shular is the only current 
council member who is not 
having his books scrutinized. 

Steckley has been called out 
in the past, by his com¬ 
plainant, who operates a web¬ 
site that editorializes on local 
issues. 

Therefore, the second-term 
councillor is not surprised the 
application was filed by 
Cloutier, who posted a story 
on his site two weeks before 
the election last year, saying 
he contravened municipal 
rules and procedures. 

This time around, Steckley 
believes he will be in the clear 
after the application is heard. 

“I don’t see that I’ve done 
anything wrong and I feel the 
audit committee will see that 
as well," said Steckley. 

A notice of compliance 
meeting will be held on Tues. 
July 12, inside the council 
chambers at Town Hall where 
presentations before the com¬ 
pliance committee will be 
made by both sides. 

The committee then 
decides whether or not there 
is reasonable grounds to 
move ahead. 

The meeting will cover the 
most recent seven applica¬ 
tions filed.

A local male has lost 
his life due to an accident 
in Stevensville. 

On Thursday, at 
approximately 11:30 
a.m., the Niagara 
Regional Police Service, 
Fort Erie Fire 
Department (FEFD) and 
Niagara Emergency 
Medical Services attend¬ 
ed an address on House 
Road, responding to 
reports that a 57- year- 
old male had become 
trapped in a corn silo. 

Upon arrival emer¬ 
gency crews were 
advised that the male 
was attempting to do 
some work on the inside 
of the silo when he 
became trapped. 

The FEFD managed to 
extricate the male from 
the silo and he was air 
lifted to Welland County 
General Hospital where 
he was pronounced 

The Ministry of Labour 
is investigating this tragic 
incident. 


The Niagara Health 
System (NHS)'s vice-presi¬ 
dent of patient services told 
the Times, it is not related to 
the outbreak elsewhere in 
the region. 

Demizio explained there 
are strict guidelines when it 
comes to C. difficile patients 
and that has proven to be 
effective since the patient 
arrived in Fort Erie. 

"We haven't had any new 


cases, which demonstrates 
the isolation precautions 
are working," said Demizio, 
who is responsible for infec¬ 
tion precaution and control 
with the NHS. 

Keeping in mind the 
patient's privacy, Demizio 
could not give details of 
how they contracted the 
condition, whether it was in 
the care of the NHS or com¬ 
munity-acquired.

Getting prepared with backpacks 


It’s a good idea to have a 
safety plan implemented in 
case of an emergency. 

But, it’s not always some¬ 
thing everyone thinks about 
until a real-life emergency 
happens. 

Fort Erie Secondary School 
learned about the impor¬ 
tance of having a safety emer¬ 
gency plan this past 
September when the power 
went out The staff realized 
they needed to work on an 
emergency plan because the 
school did not have one. 

Teachers were scrambling 
for flashlights and they had to 
make sure they worked, says 
principal Helena Tritchew. 

"Really knowing what to do 
in a situation like that really 
makes a big difference.” 

Teachers Marina Parkes 
and Doug Willick formed the 
Emergency Preparedness 
Committee so staff and stu¬ 
dents would know what to do 
in an emergency situation. 

The committee, with liai¬ 
son members from the Fort 
Erie Fire Department and 


Niagara Regional Police, 
determines safety needs and 
identifies issues that might 
occur within the school. 

With help from the Niagara 
Region Children's Safety 
Village—a non-profit organi¬ 
zation and education centre 
in Welland—the committee 
and staff will fill 50 black and 
neon green backpacks with 
first aid kits, blankets, flash 
lights, non-perishable food 
and other items students 
might need in case of an 
emergency. These backpacks 
will completed and ready for 
use in September. 

These easily identifiable 
backpacks will be placed in 
every room in the school. 
These same backpacks are 
given to every child who 


Darby Pierson, program inte¬ 
gration analyst for the Safety 
Village. 

Pierson says school-age 
children can come to the 
Safety Village and learn about 
proper safety and injury pre¬ 
vention methods. The Safety 
Village provides a hands-on 
experience in a miniature vil¬ 
lage for children so they can 
put into practice what they 


have learned in the class¬ 
room about safety. 

The purpose, says Darby, is 
to teach children what they 
need to know about safety 
and to take home what they 
have learned. 

“Some kids don’t realize 
when the power goes out that 
you can’t use electronic items 
and often times some of 
them wouldn’t know what 
exactly would work in a first 
aid and emergency kit. This is 
what we are trying to teach 

Having a first aid kit handy 
and a prepared plan in case 
of any emergency is impor¬ 
tant because a situation can 
happen at any time—it’s at 
home where the conversa¬ 
tion should begin. 

Pierson says the Safety 
Village wants children to 
think about their own safety 
plan and talk about creating
